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World  cattle  hide  production  has  shown  an  upward  trend  during  the  past 
several  years,  reaching  an  alltime  high  of  191  million  pieces  in  1966.  By 
all  indications,  world  production  was  up  again  in  19&7         a  further  in- 
crease is  expected  in  1968.    In  direct  contrast,  calf  and  kip  skin  produc- 
tion has  been  declining.    The  United  States — the  major  producer  of  both 
cattle  hides  and  calf  skins — led  the  world  in  the  increase  in  cattle  hide 
production  as  well  as  the  decrease  in  calf  and  kip  skin  production. 

World  trade  in  cattle  hides  has  been  increasing  in  line  with  production  dur- 
ing the  past  several  years.    Exports  and  imports  each  set  new  records  in  1966. 
World  trade  in  cattle  hides  continued  upward  in  1967,  although  activity  was 
down  in  the  last  half  of  the  year  because  of  widely  distributed  supplies, 
weakening  world  demand,  and  increasing  competition  from  leather  substitutes. 
Trade  in  calf  and  kip  skins  declined  in  I966.    However,  calf  and  kip  skin 
trade  was  greater  in  1967,  mainly  because  of  increased  trade  within  Europe. 


Cattle  Hide  Production 

Since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  cattle  numbers  throughout  the  world  have  been 
increasing  steadily  and  larger  slaughter  has  increased  the  availability  of 
hides  and  skins.    World  cattle  hide  production  in  1966  reached  a  record 
high  of  191  million  pieces,  up  nearly  2  percent  from  that  of  the  previous 
year  and  18  percent  from  the  1956-60  average.    Larger  production  occurred 
in  both  the  United  States  and  Argentina.    Production  in  the  Soviet  Union  was 
approximately  equal  to  that  of  a  year  earlier,  while  some  declines  occurred 
in  Brazil  and  Australia. 


Production  in  1967  was  estimated  above  the  1966  level  because  of  increased 
cattle  slaughter  in  Argentina,  Western  Europe,  and  North  America.    In  1968, 
it  is  expected  to  be  even  higher  because  of  anticipated  increases  in  cattle 
slaughter  in  Argentina,  Western  Europe,  and  Oceania.    Cattle  slaughter  may 
be  up  substantially  in  Australia  if  the  current  drought  persists.    U.S.  and 
Canadian  slaughter  should  remain  about  the  same  as  that  of  1967. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  major  world  producer  of  cattle  hides, 
producing  35.3  million  pieces  in  1966  and  accounting  for  18  percent  of  the 
world  total.    Production  in  19&7  was  slightly  higher  and  in  1968  is  ex- 
pected to  approximate  that  level.    Cattle  hide  production  has  increased  28 
percent  since  1961  along  with  the  steady  increases  in  U.S.  cattle  numbers 
and  slaughter.    Cattle  slaughter  has  increased  29  percent  since  1961.  At 
the  same  time,  calf  slaughter  declined  15  percent.    More  U.S.  animals  are 
being  slaughtered  at  an  older  age,  each  producing  a  larger  hide.    This  trend 
is  related  to  the  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  moving  through  the 
feedlot.    Twenty  years  ago  fed  beef  accounted  for  only  one -third  of  the 
country's  beef  output,  while  in  1966  about  two-thirds  of  the  beef  produced 
came  from  feedlot  cattle. 

The  USSR  is  the  world's  second  largest  producer  of  cattle  hides,  producing 
25.4  million  pieces  in  1966,  13  percent  of  the  world  total.    Production  in 

1966  was  down  22  percent  from  the  high  recorded  in  1963.    However,  cattle 
numbers  have  been  increasing,  indicating  that  more  cattle  are  being  kept 
for  the  enlargement  of  herds.    On  January  1,  1968,  cattle  numbers  totaled 
approximately  97. 1  million  head,  essentially  the  same  as  the  record  high 
count  of  January  1967.    Therefore,  increased  hide  production  is  expected  in 
the  future. 

Argentina,  the  third  largest  cattle  hide  producer,  increased  production  8 
percent  in  1966  over  that  of  a  year  earlier.    Cattle  slaughter  in  1966  reached  a 
3-year  high,  bringing  hide  production  to  10  million  pieces.    Production  in 

1967  was  estimated  larger  again  because  of  the  9-percen;.  increase  in  cattle 
slaughter.    Cattle  numbers  are  presently  at  record  highs  and  continue  to 
show  signs  of  increasing. 

Brazil  and  Australia  produce  approximately  h  and  2  percent,  respectively,  of 
total  world  hide  production.    Many  other  countries,  particularly  in  Europe, 
have  been  increasing  cattle  numbers  and  thereby,  cattle  hide  production. 


Trade  in  Cattle  Hides 

World  trade  in  cattle  hides  has  shown  increased  activity  over  the  past 
?SraJ  years-    Exports  reached  an  alltime  high  of  1,910  million  pounds  in 

£    Percent  aDove  i^ose  of  a  year  earlier  and  70  percent  above  the 
1956-60  average.    There  was  some  increased  activity  on  the  import  side  also. 
Imports  by  major  countries  in  1966  totaled  1,552  million  pounds,  5  percent 
above  the  level  of  the  previous  year  and  39  percent  above  the  1956-0O  aver- 
age.   Trade  continued  upward  in  1967,  but  at  a  reduced  rate  because  of  a 
weak  demand  in  some  import  markets. 
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The  United  States  and  Argentina  have  long  dominated  world  trade  in  cattle 
hides.    In  1966  these  two  countries  accounted  for  62  percent  of  the  cattle 
hides  exported  from  the  13  major  exporting  countries.    Exports  from  the 
United  States  reached  an  all  time  record  of  858  million  pounds  in  1966,  8 
percent  above  those  of  the  previous  year  and  157  percent  above  the  1956-60 
average.    Exports  fell  approximately  12  percent  in  1967.    Argentine  exports 
totaled  328  million  pounds  in  1366,  19  percent  above  those  in  19^5  but  10 
percent  below  the  1 956-60  average.    Exports  in  1967  were  estimated  to  be  up 
about  10  percent. 

Other  countries  whose  exports  of  cattle  hides  recorded  substantial  increases 
include  Canada,  with  shipments  up  29  percent  in  1966;  Australia,  up  10  per- 
cent; and  West  Germany,  up  8  percent.    Exports  from  South  Africa  have  shown 
a  steady  increase  in  recent  years. 

Principal  cattle  hide  importers  include  Japan,  Italy,  USSR,  and  West  Germany. 
Imports  by  these  four  countries  accounted  for  65  percent  of  world  hide 
imports  in  1966.    Some  of  the  West  European  countries,  notably  West  Germany, 
France,  and  the  Netherlands,  are  prominent  exporters  a6  well  as  importers 
of  cattle  hides. 

United  States.    Until  1953  "the  United  States  was  a  net  importer  of  cattle 
hides.    Since  that  year,  increased  slaughter  and  the  expanded  use  of  leather 
substitutes  at  home  have  made  the  United  States  an  important  net  exporter. 

Approximately  *4-5  percent  of  the  total  quantity  of  cattle  hides  entering 
world  trade  in  1966  was  exported  by  the  United  States.    This  was  1^  times 
larger  than  the  average  quantity  exported  during  the  period  1956-60. 

U.S.  shipments  in  1966  totaled  1^.3  million  pieces,  compared  with  13*3  mil- 
lion the  previous  year  and  an  average  of  5.6  million  for  the  period  1956-60. 
The  increase  in  U.S.  exports  in  1966  resulted  from  unusually  large  shipments 
to  Canada,  primarily  for  re-export,  because  of  U.S.  Government  action  to 
impose  permit  controls  on  all  hide,  skin,  and  leather  exports  to  foreign 
countries  except  Canada.    In  1967  Canadian  imports  from  the  United  States 
were  down  again  to  a  normal  level,  approximately  one -half  the  1966  level. 
Purchases  by  the  Soviet  Union  In  1966  were  also  larger  than  usual,  and  this 
continued  through  1967» 

The  major  U.S.  export  markets  in  1966  were  Japan,  28  percent  of  total  ex- 
ports; Canada,  12  percent;  USSR,  9  percent;  the  Netherlands,  8  percent; 
and  Mexico,  6  percent.    These  five  countries  imported  62  percent  of  U.S.  ex- 
ports of  cattle  hides  in  1966. 

U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins  in  1967  faced  a  weak  world  market.  Exports 
totaled  12.6  million  pieces  (including  kk.k  million  pounds  converted  to 
pieces  using  60  pounds  equal  to  one  piece),  approximately  12  percent  below 
the  record  high  established  in  1966.    Major  U.S.  markets  in  1967  again  in- 
cluded Japan,  3^-  percent;  USSR,  15  percent;  Mexico,  12  percent;  Canada,  7 
percent;  and  West  Germany,  5  percent.    These  countries  accounted  for  73  per- 
cent of  U.S.  exports.    Exports  were  up  sharply  to  the  USSR,  Mexico,  and 
Japan,  while  sharp  declines  were  recorded  in  shipments  to  Canada  and  the  Nether- 
lands. 
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Cattle  hide  exports  in  1968  are  not  expected  to  show  much  change.    Higher  in- 
ventories and  production  in  the  United  States  will  tend  to  keep  prices  dovn. 
However,  lower  prices  will  not  create  any  significant  movement  of  hides 
abroad  because  of  large  available  supplies  throughout  the  world. 

Argentina.    Prior  to  i960,  Argentina  was  the  world's  largest  exporter  of 
cattle  hides.    Except  for  1962,  this  country  has  since  become  a  distant 
second  to  the  United  States.    Exports  totaled  328  million  pounds  in  1966, 
19  percent  above  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  accounted  for  17  percent 
of  total  world  exports.    Cattle  hide  exports  in  1967  were  estimated  to  have 
increased  about  10  percent  over  1966.    Exports  in  1968  are  again  expected 
to  be  larger  because  of  a  continued  buildup  of  cattle  numbers  and  larger 
slaughter  coupled  with  an  easing  of  export  controls  and  increased  demand 
for  hides  by  Eastern  Europe,  Argentina's  primary  hide  market. 

The  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern  European  countries  are  the  major  purchasers  of 
Argentine  hides.    The  five  major  markets  in  1966  were  the  USSR,  Poland, 
Yugoslavia,  Hungary,  and  Czechoslovakia;  these  countries  accounted  for  6k 
percent  of  total  exports.    Trade  with  traditional  buyers,  such  as  the  Nether- 
lands and  West  Germany,  declined  substantially  in  the  last  3  years.  Japan 
imports  only  a  fraction  of  total  Argentine  exports. 

Other  Exporting  Countries.    Exports  from  West  Germany  and  the  Netherlands 
have  shown  a  gradual  increase  in  recent  years.    However,  these  countries 
continue  to  be  net  importers  of  cattle  hides.    Major  markets  for  Canadian 
hides  in  recent  years,  aside  from  its  traditional  U.S.  market,  have  been  the 
Netherlands,  West  Germany,  and  Japan.    The  Republic  of  South  A:'rica  is  also 
an  important  producer  and  exporter  of  cattle  hides,  with  Italy  consistently 
the  major  market.    Japan  purchased  the  largest  quantity  of  Australian 
cattle  hides,  with  West  Germany  and  Italy  becoming  more  important  markets. 

Japan.    Japan  continues  to  be  the  world's  No.  1  hide  importer.     Imports  from 
the  United  States  represented  72  percent  of  Japan's  total  imports  of  328 
million  pounds  in  1966.    Australia  and  Canada  supplied  most  of  the  remainder. 
Imports  in  1966  were  12  percent  above  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  130  per- 
cent above  the  1956-60  average.    Total  imports  from  all  sources  dropped  2 
percent  in  1967.    However,  imports  from  the  United  States  were  up  7  percent, 
setting  a  new  record.    The  primary  factor  in  the  larger  purchases  from  the 
United  States  was  lower  prices. 

Although  total  consumption  of  hides  and  skins  in  Japan  has  shovn  a  steady 
increase  since  World  II,  future  demand  is  uncertain  because  of  competition 
f-om  the  synthetic  footwear  industry.    The  Japanese  are  verv  inventive  and 
creative  in  introducing  and  marketing  new  products.     Should  Japan  experience 
a  trend  in  leather  consumption  similar  to  the  one  that  has  occurred  in  the 
United  States,  imports  of  hides  and  skins  may  begin  to  decline.  Several 
brands  of  synthetic  leathers  have  been  introduced  in  recent  vears,  but  these 
products  have  not  managed  to  capture  a  significant  percentage  of  the  market 
for  most  leather  products.    Some  shoes  are  now  being  made  from  synthetic 
leather,  but  prices  have  tended  to  be  rather  high  for  good  qualitv  products. 

JSS^^6?1^?1  thC  g6nUine  leather  ind^ry  is  expected  to  increase 
substantially  in  the  future. 
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USSR*    The  Soviet  Union  was  the  world's  second  major  importer  of  cattle 
hides  in  1966,  followed  closely  by  Italy.    Soviet  imports  totaled  258  mil- 
lion pounds,  23  percent  above  1965  and  6l  percent  above  the  1 956-60  average. 
The  United  States  supplied  56  percent  of  total  Soviet  cattle  hide  imports  in 
1966,  and  Argentina,  most  of  the  remainder.    Virtually  all  of  the  Soviet 
Union's  imports  of  hide6  and  skins  are  tanned  and  consumed  domestically, 
unlike  the  situation  in  Japan  and  most  West  European  countries. 

The  USSR  also  imports  substantial  quantities  of  tanned  leather  from  Western 
Europe.  The  Soviet  Union  is  currently  working  on  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional tanneries  to  meet  the  growing  domestic  demand  for  footwear  and  other 
leather  goods. 

Italy.    Cattle  hide  imports  by  Italy  have  become  progressively  larger  during 
the  past  several  years,  making  that  country  an  important  exporter  of  finished 
leather.    Italian  imports  totaled  2*+5  million  pounds  in  1966,  12  percent 
above  the  previous  year  and  85  percent  above  the  1 956-60  average.  During 
I96T,  imports  were  expected  to  be  2k  percent  over  1966.    The  U.S.  share  of 
that  market  is  small,  only  5  percent  in  1966.    Hide  and  skin  imports  by  Italy 
from  the  United  States  in  1967  were  nil  except  for  some  fresh  and  salted  calf 
skins.    In  contrast,  the  United  States  is  the  largest  market  for  Italian 
leather  footwear,  among  other  leather  goods.    Major  suppliers  of  hides  and 
skins  to  Italy  include  France,  West  Germany,  and  South  Africa. 

Other  Importing  Countries.    Cattle  hide  imports  by  We6t  Germany  and  the 
Netherlands  have  been  declining  in  recent  years,  largely  because  of  increased 
domestic  supplies.    The  United  Kingdom,  once  the  world's  largest  importer 
of  raw  hides  and  skins,  has  been  importing  only  about  5  percent  of  total 
world  cattle  hide  imports.    U.S.  imports  are  also  very  insignificant,  aver- 
aging about  1  percent  of  the  world  total. 


Calf  and  Kip  Skin  Production 

World  calf  and  kip  skin  production  in  1966  totaled  31«6  million  pieces,  ap- 
proximately equal  to  production  in  1965  601(1  196k.    However,  calf  skin  pro- 
duction has  been  declining  over  the  years  and  in  1966  was  Ik  percent  below 
the  1956-60  average.    Production  in  1967  *8  estimated  to  have  declined  and 
the  same  is  expected  in  I968.    More  cattle  are  being  grain  or  grass  fed 
and  slaughtered  as  mature  cattle  than  was  the  case  in  earlier  years.  The 
United  States — the  largest  producer  of  calf  skins — where  cattle  feeding  has 
shown  the  sharpest  rise,  recorded  the  largest  decline  in  calf  skin  produc- 
tion in  recent  years.    Production  of  7«5  million  pieces  in  1966  was  12  per- 
cent below  the  previous  year  and  32  percent  under  the  1956-60  average. 

Production  in  France — the  second  major  producer  of  calf  skins—has  remained 
steady  at  5.6  million  pieces  in  the  last  3  year6.    Argentine  production,  on 
the  other  hand,  has  been  increasing  in  the  last  3  years,  totaling  3»6  mil- 
lion pieces  in  I966,  equal  to  the  average  of  1956-60.    The  only  other  signi- 
ficant calf  skin  producer  recording  an  increase  was  West  Germany,  with  k 
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percent.    Other  important  producers  include  Poland,  for  vhicn  data  are  no, 
avaUabie  for  i960!  Australia  whose  output  was  down  10  percent;  and  (few 
Zealand  and  Canada    where  production  declined  approximately  11  percent  each. 


Trade  in  Calf  and  Kip  Skins 

Smaller  calf  and  kip  skin  supplies  have  led  to  a  slowdown  in  world  trade  in 
1^66     Export^y  the  major  countries  of  origin  were  down  10  percent  in  1966, 
while  imports  by  the  major  countries  of  destination  were  down  3  Percent; 
However/trade  in  calf  and  kip  skins  in  1967  was  higher  tnan  m  1966  witn 
no  apparent  increase  in  production,  except  in  France.     Exports  were  bigher 
from  the  European  countries,  notably  France,  the  Netherlands,  and  Vest 
Germany . 

The  United  States  has  been  the  major  exporter  of  calf  and  kip  skins  for  the 
past  several  years,  with  New  Zealand,  Canada,  and  Australia  folio-wing  in 
that  order.    U.S.  exports  in  1967  totaled  2.1+  million  pieces,  6  percent  be- 
low 1966  and  9  percent  below  the  1956-60  average.    Japan,  Italy,  Canada, 
and  West  Germany  continue  to  be  the  principal  markets  for  U.S.  skins.  These 
four  countries  took  69  percent  of  total  U.S.  exports.    Exports  to  the  Nether- 
lands declined  substantially  in  the  last  2  years,  while  those  to  the  Soviet 
Union  increased  likewise. 

Italy  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  the  major  markets  for  New  Zealand  calf  and 
kip  skins,  tfiile  the  United  States  and  Japan  are  the  primary  outlets  for 
Canadian  exports. 

Japan,  West  Germany,  and  Italy  have  been  the  major  importers  of  calf  and 
kip  skins  in  the  past  several  years,  taking  all  but  a  fraction  of  inter- 
national shipments. 


Outlook 

Increased  world  supplies  have  currently  forced  world  hide  and  skin  prices 
to  a  14-year  low.    No  significant  price  rise  is  expected  in  1968  because  of 
large  hide  inventories  in  some  countries  and  continuing  expansion  in  cattle 
production  and  slaughter  in  most  countries. 

Future  demand  for  hides  and  skins  will  depend  partly  upon  foreign  and  domes- 
tic economic  prosperity  and  largely  on  the  success  or  failure  of  the  synthet 
ic  leather  industry  in  expanding  the  use  and  acceptance  of  leather  substi- 
tutes. 

Leather  from  natural  hides  and  skins  is  a  product  of  unique  properties 
possessing  many  possibilities  for  expanded  consumption.    Part  of  the  answer 
to  increased  hide  and  skin  consumption  lies  in  the  ability  of  tanners  to 
obtain  a  sufficient  raw  material  supply  and  the  capacity  of  leather  pro- 
moters to  come  up  with  products  posing  direct  competition  with  products  of 
the  synthetic  leather  industry.
